Official German sources 
unqualifiedly blamed the explosion 
on British agents and declared it was 
so violent chat a hand grenade or 
amateurish infernal machine could 
not have caused it.

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BERLIN TO NEW YORK 
IN ONE HOUR! 


An optimistic chapter from “Strato- 


sphere and Rocket Flight,” 
by Chas. G. Philp 


Accompany me in an imaginary 
trip across the Atlantic as it will be 
undoubtedly performed in the not 
far distant future. 

We set out from Berlin for the 
rocket flying ground, a few miles out 
from the city. Entering the airport, 
our attention is at once focussed on 
a gleaming silver metallic body, and 
shaped like a gigantic “pear drop,’ 
which lies on the inclined plane of 
a large catapult worked by compres- 
sed air. This is the rocket plane, 
‘Fortuna” and she is about to make 
her maiden trip to New York. 

As we approach the ship prepara- 
tory to climbing up the side to an 
entrance lock, we note the short and 
stubby retractable wings of the type 
already developed years before in 
aeroplanes designed to meet condi- 
tions of flight at different altitudes. 

The extremely blunt nose of our 


progress in the science of Astronau- 
tics will not conceivably make this 


dream of the future an accomplished 


ship terminates in an iris diaphragni: | 
arrangement, behind which is housed |.

a propeller of the usual type, now 
invisible, because it will not be used 
until we descend at the end of our 
journey. 

For the ascent and for the major 
part of the journey we require a 
perfectly smooth nose to our ship, 
but on the descent into the earth's 
atmosphere the iris diaphragm will 
be opened. thereby presenting a 
greater air resistance, and permitting 
the propeller to function so that our 
space ship will be able to plane down 
just like an ordinary air liner. 

Completely encircling the propel- 
ler, in the nose of the ship, we see 
the tuyeres, or nozzles, of numerous 
rocket motors, and at the rear, we 
also observe other tuyeres similarly 
situated, but within a much smaller 
periphery. 

The purpose of the stern rockets is 
to propel the ship ahead, and those 
in the bow of the ship, to retard, or 
low down its forward motion. A 
few tubes are also to be seen on 
either side. the function of which is 
to alter the direction of flight, if ne- 
cessary. 

A few minutes before the start, the 
entrance ports are closed and herme- 
tically sealed, and the assengers 
proceed to lie down in hammocks 
supported by heavy springs. 

Then a bell rings, and we are off! 
The machine leaps into the air at an 
angle oi 60 to 70 degrees, and within 
50 seconds of the start is out of sight 
to the numerous onlookers who have 
assembled to see the start. 


Meanwhile the passengers are un- 
dergoing considerable discomfort. 
Their bodies now seem to weigh tons 
and they are pressed with terrific 
weight against the hammocks, which 
give as the springs which support 
them elongate. A great weight 
seems to lie on their chests, and they 
experience considerable trouble in 
breathing. They find it almost im- 
possible, too, to lift their arms, be- 
cause of this feeling of heaviness. 

Gradually, however, they become 
accustomed to this nasty feeling, and 
as the flight continues the weight 
gets less and less, until the time 
comes when they must actually cling 
to their hammocks to keep them- 
selves from bounced against 
the ceiling! 

In about ten minutes from the 
start the rocket ship has attained its 
highest speed of nearly 4 miles a

When the machine is still 150-mile 
from its destination——its fall having 
been previously checked by the 
action of the bow rockets—the re- 
tractable wings, folded in the hull 
from the start. are extended to full 
span, and seon begin effectively to 
grip the thin atmosphere it is now 
entering. 

Once again the passengers are 
pressed with tremendous foree up 
against their hammocks, because the 
flight of the machine is being strong- 
ly decelerated. Their bodies become 
heavy as lead, and breathing diffi- 
eult 

At a suitable moment the retard- 
ing rockets are shut off and the ma- 
chine completes a long and graceful 
glide, by the aid of the wings, to New 
York, where a safe landing is as 
easily made as that of an ordinary 
air liner. 

The entire journey, from start to 
finish, has taken less than one hour 
fo accomplish, the distance as the 
crow flies, being approximately 
3,960 miles! 

A dream of the future? Yes. But 
one which is quite within the bounds 
if present day scientific knowledge, 
und perfectly feasible from an engi- 
neering: standpoint. Thirty years of 
progress have brought heavier-than- 
air flight from a first trip of 352 ft 
to “round-the-world” journeys, Who 
can suy that ihirty years of similar

“EYES OF THE WAR ARE 
NOW 100 PER CENT BRITISH 


Britain is now self-supporting in 
the production of the finest optical 
glass, “eyes” of the Fighting Forces 
and of scientists, v'ithout which no 
modern war could be fought. 

This achievement is the result of 
21 years intensive research and ex- 
periment in producing the 70 differ- 
ent varieties of optical glass, some of 
which are used in combination to 
make up lenses used in the highest- 
grade instruments. 

“In 1914 many foreign instruments 
were being used in the Services, but 
today the equipment is 100 per cent 
British,” said Mr. T. J. Offer, of the 
Scientific Instrument Manufacturers 
Assn. of Great Britain, in an inter- 
view. 

This optical glass is used for peris- 
copes, telescopes, bincculars, aerial 
photographic lenses, range-finders, 
gun sights, snipers’ sights, anti-air- 
craft sights and a hundred other in- 
struments. 

British firms are raeeting ali re- 
quirements for the rearmament pro- 
gram. The tests to which the in- 
struments are subjected are very 
stringent, and they have passed them 
most successfully. 

Giving an example of the prestige 
of British photographic lens manu- 
facturers, Mr. Offer said that British 
photographic lenses are now used 
almost angel ag A in Hollywood 
film studios, and Britain now actu- 
ally exports her spectrographic ap- 
paratus to countries most generally 
known as her keenest competitors.
